They 
openly staled that Uiey would refuse to 
recognize u body of men as ii iiuiou who 
were all niiviHcd and controlled by men 
who hail [lersonal intercstB at stake iu 
keeping up the strike, 

A half ilozeu canners paid tliis niornin 
tliat the cuuneries would be clot-ed upon 
a certain day agreed upon by the canners, 
as a result of the continuation of the 
strike, and there only remained now the 
formality of having the executive com- 
mittee to order the closing. 

One cainier Hized up the situation iu 
the following language: 

"Owing to thcee afitators inciting 
number of men to strike and to intimidate 
thousands who wanted to fish, $2,000,000 
will be kept out of circulation this reason 
ill British Col-umbia aild ^;1,2.'jO,()00 which 
would have been paid to lishentien in the 
next live weeks will remain in the banks. 
Tin? matter ha« been taken out of the 
bands of the cannern, if they did desire to 
pack hsh at a loss, fur the b;inks have 
informed the cannery that they will not 
advance capital for the nalmon imhicitry 
if the canners pay 2,") cents per lisli. 

"To-day the canners are vii^-iting the 
banks and arraii^ring to have tliis year'is 
loans transferred for ne.\t year's husiiiesr;. 
The c:inner6 feel that it in better to accept 
the lirst and smaller loss than to pack at 
a lieavier losH, and much good will be 
dciiu' indirectly by the missing of a year'rt 
pack anil cleanin;; up the surplus stocl 
on tile market. 'I'he cannei's h.ave nnuh 
no iiioniT for >Je past llu'<'e yeavc^. and 
the -i-eat los.s tliit< vear will he the lish 
men's, (lehnled li.v tliec^e whose iiiter(i<fs 
it is to delude them ami not to lisb. It is 
sad to Ihink of tlie jioverty and dcstitu 
lion the lit-'liermeu are bringing upon 
themselves, but the caniierti and the 
liaiikM are not in the buisiness as philan 
thropic^ts, so that leaders of the .-strike 
must a.sfiuiue the retspousibility. The poor 
tishermcn who are told that there is big 
inom;y in cunning salmon should be rc.- 
iniiuled of the fate of the Fishenuen'.i 
Indtvstrlal ennnory, purchased by ii mini- 
ber of lishermen for $18,000 and run <m 
1lie co-opprative plan. Tlie first year 
they inilled even, tlie eecoml they lost 
money and the third they were out of 
buninws, while .f.S.tMM) was the liigliest 
price bid for the ^!1,S,0(K) cannery at pub- 
lic jiuction; besides this, there ic( not 
a cannery on the Urat^er that has not 
been for sale for tin; i)ast tliree years." 

Several ot the banks were interviewed 
bv the Colonist correspondent. 
".V. .Fiikos, of the. Imperial bank, exprefe- 
I'd the opinions of all the othcns when he 
said: ' 

"It would bo a losing game to advance 
money to canners when tish are being 
bought at 25 cents and the banks will 
not do it." 

Other bank mnnagers said in effect that 
the price of pound talis iu the Eiiglisli 
market was 21 shillings and G pence;

Steamers of the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha LSne Impressed 
as Troopships. 



.Tiwt hotore the sliii) SoiiMtor sailed on 
Muiuliiy iiijit I'or Ciillui), Captain Ilan-ii-iuu 
spoilt the bi'st p.irL of a diiy liidUcu on 
board thu tug Lome, wbich^wAfl ;take 
bis vessel to sea. He was 'keeping' out 
of tile -way of Caytain Warn, of the 
fiehooner liimac, ■vvho was anxious to 
meet him. The reason why Captain liar.-; 
rison caehed bimficlf anil -\vats anxious t \ 
get out on board his whip is xiv6n in ;i 
story wliich is being to'd and ri'toUl ou tliu 
waterfroni. 

The eitovy hinges on the shortage of 
sailornien and the (■untrarini'Sci — or, as 
siimt' i-iay, i>nre enssednci^ — of Captain 
liarririon. At prcv.^nt llu' (loman<lH of tlie 
salmon lislicrii-i-i. miiiii,;; and otlnu- in- 
dustrict> of British t'uluinliia for lalior 
lias niadi.' a gri'at cican-ity oC r^ailors and 
'longtshoreiiion. Tlu'v think tlioro in more 
money in lisliiiif; — when there arc no 
striki'S. Some cii" the local .steaiiiert, are 
■breaking in .laps as (K'ek hands in eaii- 
tieiiuence of the scarcil.v. 

It was lieeaiise of llie r^eareity of sailom 
lha; tile tliinw liapiiened to tlu.> master 
itf the Senator before lie got away hu-t 
Monday. Captain Harrison has been here 
several times and is well known, lie had 
a barrel of tniiihle and made more, for 
himself and others. 

When the Senator arrived here during 
the Queca'6 Birthday celebration the t^hip 
Glenaedin had jurit eompleled loading at 
Chcmainus and us is the cai^e with many 
vessels when loading tihe had lost many 
of her crow. Coptiiiu PritcUiird wired to 
a loeal agent asking Lim to bring up 
seven sailors. The ngeut did, but beforo 
he readied there four apprentices and 
another eailor had also lied. Captain 
I'ritehard had business to do here am! 
he brought the vessel down to the Itoads, 
thinking to get the men hero. It was 
May 12-t when the Glennes.sliii east anchor 
in the Uoadu and what men were not en- 
joying themselves sailor-fashion were un- 
lit to talk business. The Senator was in 
the Uuads, and as both agent and captain 
knew that t-he would lose most of her 
men, a« most vctsselB do, when slie reach- 
ed her loading point at Vancouver, tliey 
went to Caittain Harrison and at-ked him 
if he would allow them to take enough 
men to (ill the Glcnnesslin'fi crew. 

No, Captain Harrison was not ivilling 
to oblige. Although agent and captain 
individually made several trips out to 
hiti ve.^j^el and offered money considera- 
tions, he was adiiniant. 

The Senator reached Vancouver next 
day and had not been there a day when 
all the crew excepting two sailorfi had 
lied. Then more troiil)le began. The 
Senator bad landed coal and broken cus- 
toms regnlatioii.s, for which offense Cap- 
tain Harrison had to pay to the Dominion 
treasury .f-lOO. Then a stevedore who 
hud .1 bill of $150 for work done for 
Captain Harrison and the Senator on 
the occasion of (i prcvions visit sued 
for the amount. The costs and debt cotsi 
the fillip's owners another !?-100. 

In due course the lumber cargo was 
loaded at Hastings and the Senator was 
ready -for sea. Tlieii her master went 
to Lnrsen, a boarding lioune master, of 
Vancouver. Laicien knew Captain liarri- 
•<on and was not ready to supply men.

Wiis opi'iieil .vc.storilay will he wfll n'ii>i\ 
oil by the country. Xo one expected 
very e.xteiinive proKr.-niinie for the set^.sion 
and there wouhl have lieeii littlt! adveriio 
comment if it coptanieil only a,^Tequc8t 
lor tJie houso to iws.'» .supply, nnd what 
few iiieasure.s may 1)e rcKanled as of 
lircNsiiiK iiiiportaiice. I!ut the Spe(>ch 
<loe.s more than this. It reco);iiizet4 tliat 
a new departure mnst he taken in our 
proTtucinl iiffniiis and poliite the way for 
future proKres.s. Tlie advisers of tlie 
Lieutenant-Governor recoj,'nizo that 
carry out any broad and conipreliensivn 
policy of provincial development, it is 
neccssnrj' tliat the prnrrincinl exchequer 
shall he -vvoll Mipplied. 'ITiey alt<o 
cognize that in order to maintain the 
provincial credit nliroad it is important 
to show tliat we have an -clastic revenue, 
and one that -will keep pace with the 
growth of the province. Hence they hnvo 
come down to the houso -with an intima 
tion that certain new lines of taxation 
will he adopted, and nmon^r them the 
imposition of a toniiUKC tax on coal. The 
proposal to tax this indnstry comes at n 
time when it is liltely to he remunerative 
from a revenue point of view. Xover ho- 
fore lias there l)een sucli a dennind for 
coal upon the Pacific Ocean as thero Ik 
now, and as there i« likely in the future 
to bo. British Columbia is and mnst 
oontinun to bo one of the chief sources 
tvC .-iupply. We find in the newspapers 
of San Francisco and cl.sewhcro specula- 
tions as to the ability of this province 
to incrca-sc itfi coal output. Amonj; other 
markets which these papers say will 1)( 
open, and which will require a lar^o 
iiuantity, is that o' Cliina. especially a? 
ilio lOuropenM navies in the China Sen 
are lieing greatly strengthened. Tlio pro- 
posal to place a tax on coal comes, there- 
fore, at a very favorable time. What 
other methodK of incroaning the revenue 
the government m;iy fiuggost, we are not 
in a pofiition to say; hut that there are 
methods readily available 'Will be admitted 
by any one who has given the subject 
con.iideration. The people of Britinli Co- 
lumbia are not lieaviiy ta.xed, and they 
are sufficiently enterprising not to make 
any objection to an increase, when they 
have a guarantee, In the character of the 
ministry and legislature, that the money 
will be wisely nnd economically expend- 
ed. 

The intention of the government to nf^k 
for n commis*;ion to inquire into the work- 
ing of the mining acts with a view to the 
introduction of legislation on the subject 
next year iV very wise. Mining is at the 
present time the most important in<luf;lry 
in the province. It i.s unlike many other 
industries in that it must always be re 
gulatcd to some extent by legislation. A.s 
investments are niade nnd enterprinef; are 
undertaken in view of exirstiiig legislation, 
that is, tlie mining laws of the province 
are ni'C(T->iirily iiK'orporated into every 
milling ])r(.t;pectus and every mining ven- 
ture, it is important that changes in them 
should he m;ide as seldom as possible. 
To secure iininiwiity from changes it if; 
expedient that those who are interested 
in mining in any way, either as prospec- 
tors, investors, managers or nuncm, «hall 
bo consulted as to what the industry re- 
quires for its best development. One of 
the ColonifJt's object ions to the eight- 
liour law was that it was onaciod witli- 
oiit consultation with those most inter- 
ested on either side of that question. We 
are glad, therefore, tliat Mr. Dunemuir 
lia.s decided not to asU the house to Sanc- 
tion any radical change in the laws re- 
flating to mining until lie lum taken steps 
to, find out what those most concerned 
deem host to ho done. 

Tlie plan proposed for dealing ■with the 
exceedingly import-'int subject of trunk 
ro.-ids will commend itself to the people. 
Much as this province needs railways, 
it. needs higbwnj^ even more. In the 
' location and construction of highways 
'thero is; in' tOQ -many cases very little

.systematic work. Things arc done in a 
hap-Iuizard sort of way, nccording to the 
streuuoiisnop« of political pressure from 
year to year. If the statement in the 
Speech^ that the gOTernment proposes to 
have a survey and report on the various 
sections requiring attention, means that 
road-building is hereafter to be prosecuted 
according to a. dctinitc plan, there will 
bo a feeling of univensal aatlsfaction, and 
no one will be moro relieved by it than 
the members of the liouse, wlio will there 
by have given them soiut; sort of protec- 
tion from the clamors of their constitu- 
entri for improvements, which, though 
necessary, are more than can he reasou- 
alily made. 

We fe(d sure that the public generally 
will approve of tbe decision to place the 
London Ollice on a better footing than it 
now is. The Semlin government made a 
mistake when they cut down the appro- 
priation for this pfflcc, and as a conse- 
quence had to put up with an arriin 
nient, winch, without ([uestioniiig the 
j'hility of the gentleman who has acted as 
agent for the province during the la 
two years, has been only a temporary 
niakesliift. We think there is very little 
difference of opinion in the houso as to 
the (lesiraliility of making the ollico more 
in accord with the needs and importance 
of the province, and of tilling it with 
sonii' one who knows enough abotit Brit 
ish Colnmhia to bi' able to meet the rea- 
siinable demands of all inquirers. 

Till' intenticjii of the goveninient to J,ak' 
up the (lue.stion of .lapaiiese iiiimigra 
tion and the Federal anil Inqierial gov- 
ernments with tlie view of prot.ectin 
the i)roviiice against what threatens t 
be an alarming inllii.x, will he ffe^ierally 
loniinended. A few hot-headed jieoph 
may think that radical Icgislutios ought 
to ho introduced in the house, even 
face of the al)cJolute certainty that it 
W(iii;d be disallowed; but ue doubt it ev 
Mr. Martin, who pronounced so strongly 
oh the proposal to ru-cnuct dlsiiUowed 
statutes oil this subject, would «are to 
press for such u line of action in view 
of tlie events now transpirhig in the 
Orient. 

A\'e think that the foregoing inatterfi 
and the pacsago of supply, taken in con- 
nection with certain absolutely necessary 
legislation, notably the enactnu-iit of ! 
license law, will give the members ai 
much liusiiiesM as they will <-ire to at 
tend to during the .summer se.s.sion, and 
we are very sure that, if they do justice 
to them, they will give the prwince a 
new imi>etus.

THE OPEXI.Nti OF THE HOUSE. 

Xever in the history of Itritish Colum 
hia, and we fnncy that rarely in the hits 
toi-)' of Canada, has there lieen as bril 
liant an opening of the legislature a: 
tliat which took place yesterday. The 
Lieutenant-Governor nnd suite presentet: 
a brilliant appearance, which was height 
eiied by the conrti'ous presence of the 
olUcern from the Chilian warshi|> now in 
Esquimau harbor. Tlie gathering of tin 
public was very attractive, especially at 
80 many ladies weie present, and the' lini 
day enabled tlieni to conii' nut in :i!l tin 
brightness of sunimer costume. In dig 
nitied contrast was the sombre garb of tliii 
visiting clergy. .\s for the members of 
the legislature, it is only a regard for 
their native modesty which prevents 
from saying tliat they are a good looking 
lot of gentlemen. On the wlnde, the 
curreiice was one upon which this city 
and tbe province may justly pride them 
selves. 

The temptation preseuti'd by so band- 
some an liudieiK-e was more than -Mr 
.fo.seph Martin could withstand, and so 
he made a »i)eech. He made two 
si»ecches, in fact, and if he had not been 
guilty of inexcusable incivility towards 
Mr. I'renticc, no one would liave taken 
tile least exception to his remarks. A 
protest against wasting the time of the 
country is always in order from the 
leader of Her Majesty's Loyal Opposi; 
tion, and no one ever thinks of taking it 
seriously. As a matter of fact, the ad 
journinent of the liouse from Tliursday 
until Monday is not really a waste of 
time, for there is bound to be some delay 
before the house settles down to busl 
nes.s. It is true that in many parlia- 
ments the Speech is taken up on the day 
on which it is delivered. Mr. Urown, 
of New Westminster, referred to the 
practice of tbe Imperial parliament in 
this regard; but all the authorities on 
parliamentary procedure agree that in 
the Britisli House of Commons tlie 
.'s|ieecli ami tlic Address in reply liav 
come to be merely a matter of form, and 
are not considered as subjects for ex- 
tended debate. In our legislature it is 
iitlierwise, iinil the house always debates 
the Aililress. at length. It is, therefore, 
only right to give nieniliers time to look 
over the iloi-uiiicnt anil decide what 
they shall say upon it. All men are 
not. like Mr. Martin nnd Mr. Brown, 
surcharged with observations on every 
iniagiiuible subject, and they need a 
little time to think about what they 
will say. I'ossibly in some cases delay 
leads members to decide to observe an 
eloquent silence, nnd this is not always 
a bad tiling. The disposition to air olo- 
ijueiue for tlie benefit oiF the fair nnd 
intelligent audience vrns not confmed to 
Mr. Martin, but no one else said any- 
thing which had better have been left 
unsaid. Everyone sympathized with 
-Mr. Prentice when he Indignantly re- 
pelled the attack upon him. 

Speciol mention ought to bo made of 
the remarks of Mr. .Murphy and Mr. 
Dickie in moving and seconding the 
nomination o£ Mr. Bootli a.s Speaker. 
Both the manner and matter of their 
brief speeches were excellent, and gave 
premise that in them the house' lias 
gained valuable additions to its debating 
force. Mr. :Martin's very cordial cn- 
dorsement. of tl;e dpinions expressed by 
them in regard to the now. Speaker will 
bo agreed to by every one, either in or

'Hie Coloinst, which has sup- 
ported Mr. Booth oil so many occasions 
when he has appealed to the electorate, 
congratulates him most heartily upon 
his choice by the bouse to preside over 
its deliberations. 



IN CUIXA. 



.\bout all that any one can do in re- 
gard to events in China and In connec- 
tion therewith is to speculate. It is 
hardly safe to believe anytiiing. The 
statement comes from Itussia tliat the 
Czar's govei-nnieiit Inis liaiidi'il tlii' ("hi- 
nese minister liis jiassports. This can 
only be in anticipation of an immediate 
declaration of war. If it Is true, then 
an entirely new and exceedingly novel 
FTce is put upon afTairs in the Orient. 
If Unssia is to go to war with China, 
what position will the other [wweirs 
occupy '.' If they assist Russia, tlie fic- 
tion that they are only engaged in sni>- 
piessing disorder will have to bo alian- 
doned, for it is obvious that to assist a 
nation at war with 'another Is tauta- 
mimnt to a declaration of war against 
the latter nation. This has more than 
a theoretical importince, for there are 
certain restrictions ujion holligerentfi, 
and possibly some privileges accorck'd 
them, which do not affect nations in a 
theoretical state of peace. Certain ar- 
ticles become contraband of war in such 
an event. During the war with Spain, 
Great Britain declan-d coal to be con- 
traband of war, and this greatly crip|)le<l 
the Spanish navy. *■ tpposlng that this 
rule should be acted on in this war, nnd 
(Jreat Britain should not declare war 
against China, Unssia could not get her 
wiirships to the t'hinese sea for lack of 
(Mj;iL This is only one of tbe many 
complications tliat might ari.se. Again, 
the United States seeks to avoid war 
with China; but if Russia declares war, 
she must either withdraw licr forces or 
lie reckoned as a belligerent. 'I'he only 
sointiim of the case is an iiiteinntional 
agreement In which all the powers in- 
terested must join. Doubtless in deal- 
ing witli China the strict rules of inter- 
national law will not be too closely ob- 
served.

Occasionally it is a lucky sixpence or to- 
ken or farthing. Sometimes it is an old 
knifi — the lilades ail broken. Xeverthele.ss 
It wart given to the owner bv Harry— old 
Harry— twenty years ago, and Hurry

was his ideal o^ echool-boy pluck, echool- 
boy honor, Kchool-lioy daredeviltry.

With what 
secrecy did he get a needle and thread 
and a bit of cloth that night to make a 
locohis, a shrine for tlie gift, and wear it 
round hi.s neck forever. 

"And now, well, I wasn't lialf good 
»'uimgh for lier. That's the fact. We 
drifted ajiart. She married ,Ieni Willett, 
the carpenter, a steady chap who read 
books, and I— well, I walked thirty miles 
on her wedding day from Katlierington 
to Porlsniouth, and took the tjueen's 
shilling.

.No. 7 — Iu reference to this, it is tlui 
opinion of tlie hoard that there is no 
need for more polici' protection for this 
camp, which is ii most orderly one. If 
the reconimendalion of this board regard- 
ing cell acconimodat ion at I'iue City i.s 
carried out, there will exist no ground of 
eoiiiplaiiit. 

-No. .'S — If the various suggestions 
brought forward from time to time by 
the hoard are aeli'd upon, they will re- 
move to II very large e-ictcnt the evils 
(.■omplaiiieil of, 

Mrs. Hitchcock was piwent, liy invi- 
tation, at a geiicral meeting of the board, 
and answered a number of questions n^- 
garding the foregoing acctisations, from 
which it wiiri elucidated that, with the 
e.vception ot No. -1, which is of a per- 
sonal nature, and which Mrs. Hitchcock 
was asked not to diseiistt. her accusations 
were really directed against the statutes, 
as they at prit^eiit stand, anil not against 
the ailiiliiiistratiou thereof, .Mrs. llitcli- 
cock eiuphiitieally di'claring that she did 
not bring or imply any accusatioiiri 
against the governineiit ollleers, who, in 
her oiiiiiion, had done the best possible 
under the ciriainistances. 

Our lioaril has taken a good deal of 
trouble over the proitosod amendments 
to the "I'lacer .Mining act," ba,ving cou- 
sulldl with several practical miners in 
relation lo this matter. 

We are sending copies of the proposed 
aniel-diiienls to the liiuiorabU', the minis- 
ter of mines, to the members-elect for 
thus district, mill to the Hoards of Trade 
of \'aiicoiiver and .New Westuiiiisler, 
:isl;ing them to co-operate in the mat- 
ter.
